To C, A. RICHARDSON, a constable of the town of Greenwood in the 
county of Oxford:— ; 


GREETING: In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said town of Green- 
wood, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at Hotel Hall 
in Locke’s Mills village in said town on the third third day of March, 
1902, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act on the following articles, 
to wit:— 


Art. 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting, 
Art, 2. To choose a town Clerk for the ensuing year. 
Art. 3. To act on the reports of town oflicers, 


Art. 4. To choose Selectmen, Assessors and Overseers of the Poor 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To choose a Road Commissioner for the ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To choose two members of the Superintending School 
Committee. 


Art. 7. To choose a Supervisor-of Schools for the ensuing year. 
Art. 8. To choose all other town officers for the ensuing year. 


Art. 9. To seeif the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for the maintenance and support of 
schools and the poor and to defray all other town charges for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to accept of the Elijah Libby 
road as laid out by the Selectmen. - 


Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to sell the woodland laying 
on the east side of the road leading from Greenwood P. O. to Locke’s 
Mills. 
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Art, 12. To see if the town will vote to raise two hundred dollars 
to meet the one hundred dollars that we can get from the State for 
the repair of roads. 


Art. 13. To see what action the town will take in relation to 
repairing the town farm buildings and raising the money for the 
same, 

Art. 14. To see what action the town will take in having a re- 
valuation taken of the real estate through town. 


Art. 15. To see how much the town will vote to allow per hour 
for men and oxen or horses for labor on the highway. 


Art. 16. Tosee if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for building and repairing roads and 
bridges for the ensuing year. 


Art. 17. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for breaking roads. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary to pay the interest on the town debt and 
school fund for the ensuing year. 


Art. 19. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
toward paying the town debt. 


Art. 20. To see what sum of money the town will grant and raise 
to purchase school books for the ensuing year. 


Art. 21. To see what sum of money the town will grant and raise 
for repairs of schoolhouses and purchase of appliances for the ensu- 
ing year. 

Art, 22, To see what sum of money the town will vote, if any, 
for Memorial Day. 

Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to instruct the School Com- 
mittee to maintain a school in districts No. 8, 9 and 11, or otherwise. 

Art, 24. To see if the town will authorize and empower the 
Selectmen and town Treasurer to convey, in behalf of the town and 
by quit-claim deed, such real estate as has been sold for taxes and 
bid off by the town, to such party or parties as will pay the taxes 
and expenses.

Our town farm account foots up more than what we were in hopes 
it would, and a little explanation on the matter might not come 
amiss. Last year, we had a good piece of corn; this year, the piece 
we had fixed for corn was so wet we could not plant it, and the wet 
spring not only prevented us from raising corn but injured our pota- 


to and bean crop nearly one-half. 


We have used a large amount of grain on the farm this year, and 


the increase in the price of it makes the bill very large. 


We were 


unable to get any wood cut, last winter, and so did not have any dry 
wood to sell as we were in hopes tc do. The past season has been a 
bad one for producing cream, as all cream producers can testify, and 


that makes a shortage in our most important resource. 


Our Overseer has made marked improvement on the barn and has 
made permanent improvements on the tillage land, breaking and 
removing rocks and laying under drain., And although it has been 
a bad year on the farm, our pauper account off the farm has been 


very light, 4. 
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We decided to strike out the M. Cummings house which was 
reckoned in as town property at a valuation of fifty dollars.

SCHOOL REPORT 


In compliance with law and a long established custom I respect- 
fully submit my annual report of the condition and progress of the 
schools in the town of Greenwood for the school year just passed. 


Generally speaking our schools have been very satisfactory. We 
have been very fortunate in securing good teachers and teachers of 
experience with but few exceptions. But forall that we have had 
some schools which have not been what they should have been, and 
I find from experience that it is almost impossible to procure teach- 
ers in every case that will always give good satisfaction. Thenagain 
a teacher will teach a very good school in one place and a very 
unsatisfactory one in another. And therefore I have come to this 
conclusion:—that a person must know the requirements of the 
school and the capabilities of the teacher to place in each school in 
order to secure the best results. It is a noticeable fact that the 
schools which show the most improvment are the ones in which the 
parents have shown the most interest in school work and I 
think that the parents’ influence if used in the right direction is a 
great help to the teacher and of much good to the school. 


Now I want to urge the parents to visit your schoo! and by so 
doing show to the teacher and scholars that you have an interest in 
their work and welfare. I am certain it means more to teacher and 
schoo! than you might suppose at first thought. Try it just once 
and I» sure you will go again, ~ ; : : ; 


We have made some small repairs on nearly all our school build- 
ings the past year, have painted in No. 1 two coats inside and out- 
side, Nos. 3, 10, 11 one coat outside, and finished the one in No. 3 
. inside with wood filler and yarnish, have put some nw. Vlackboards 
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in some of our houses and still need some more. Our houses now 
are in good respectable condition, but the ones in Nos. 2 and 7 
should be looked after this year. The one in No. 2 needs sheathing 
inside and painting outside. 


In closing I wish to extend my sincere thanks to the members of 
the school board for their desire to help and co-operate with me in 
doing that which seemed to be best for the majority of our scholars; 
to the teachers, for their courtesy aud evident desire to do their 
best work; to the scholars, for their kind words and greetings, and 
to many of our citizens for their cheerful words and the confidence 
they have placed in me in the management of our school affairs.
